TEAM NOTES AGAINST D.C. 

• Saturday’s match is the 61st all-tirre, regular-season meeting between the New England Revolu¬ 
tion and D.C. United ... this will be the 68th overall meeting between the two clubs, who have 
played four MLS Cup Playoff matches and three U.S. Open contests 

• D.C. leads the all-time, regular-season series between the two clubs, 28-23-9 ... the Revs are 
8-18-4 in D.C. all-time 

• Saturday’s game will be the second of three regular-season meetings between the clubs this 
season ... the teams played to a scoreless draw on June 8 at Gillette Stadium ... the Revs and 
D.C. close out the regular-season series on Sept. 21, in Foxborough 

• D.C. swept the three-game season series in 2012 ... all three games were decided by one goal 
- a 2-1 D.C. win on April 14 in Foxborough; a 3-2 D.C. win on May 26 at RFK Stadium, and a 2-1 
United victory on Sept. 15 in Washington 

• The Revs’ 2011 series win marked the first time either team won three consecutive season 
series ... United won the season series in back-to-back seasons in 1997-08 and 2003-04, while 
the Revs picked up their frst consecutive season series wins in 2009 and 2010 

• Nine of the last 12 meetings have been one-goal results ... the teams have played to two draws 
in that stretch - a 1-1 finish on April 17, 2009 and a 0-0 draw on June 8-while the Revs’2-0 win 
on April 3, 2010 was the largest advantage for either team during that stretch 

• The teams have met in three postseason series, with D.C. holding a 2-1-1 edge in those 
matches ... however, the Revs defeated United, 1-0, in the most recent playoff meeting on Nov. 

5,2006, to win the Eastern Conference Championship at RFK Stadium and earn a berth in the 
MLS Cup 2006

• Andy Dorman has three goals and four assists in 15 career games against D.C.... Dorman last 
scored against the Black-and-Red in 2007 

• Saer Sene has one goal and one assist in three career appearances against D.C. United ... 

Sene scored when the teams met on May 26,2012 at RFK Stadium and recorded his first career 
assist on April 14 at Gillette Stadium 

• Kelyn Rowe scored the only goal in the Revs’ 2-1 loss at D.C. on Sept. 15,2012 

• Chad Barrett has two goals and one assist against D.C.... all of his points came while a member 
of the Chicago Fire 

• Juan Agudelo has scored against D.C. in 2011 while a member of the New York Red Bulls 

• A.J. Soares and Stephen McCarthy are the only other current Revolution players to score a goal 
against United ... Soares recorded his second career goal on a header on May 26, 2012, at RFK 
Stadium ... McCarthy scored the lone goal - his first career game-winning goal - in the Revs’ 1-0 
win at RFK Stadium on July 20,2011, which snapped the team’s nine-game winless streak 

• Chris Tierney has four assists in nine career appearances against United ... Tierney has also 
recorded the game-winning assist in three of the last six meetings against D.C. 

• Lee Nguyen has recorded one assist in four appearances against D.C. ... Nguyen assisted Jose 
Moreno’s goal on April 14,2012 at Gillette Stadium

TEAM NOTES 


SECOND TILT WITH D.C. UNITED ON TAP 

Saturday’s match between the Revs and D.C. United marks the second of three regular- 
season meetings between the two clubs this season ... the two teams played to a 0-0 draw at 
Gillette Stadium on June 8 in the first meeting ... Bobby Shuttleworth recorded a shutout in his 
first career appearance against United ... the two teams finish out the regular-season series at 
Gillette Stadium on September 21. 

EASTERN VIEW, FROM HERE ON OUT 

All 14 of the Revolution's remaining games are against Eastern Conference opponents ... with 
eight of the 10 Eastern Conference teams in reach of the conference’s five playoff spots, the 
final third of the season is vital for the Revs ... New England is set to face Sporting Kansas 
City (currently first in the East) once, Montreal Impact (currently tied for second) twice. New 
York Red Bulls (tied for second) once, Philadelphia Union (fourth) once, Houston Dynamo 
(fifth) once, Chicago (seventh) twice, Columbus Crew (eighth) twice, Toronto FC (ninth) twice 
and D.C. United (10th) twice ... the combined winning percentage of the Revs’ remaining 
schedule is .460. 

REVS HAVE ROAD STRENGTH 

The Revs enter Saturday’s game tied for MLS’ fifth-best road winning percentage: .450 ... the 
Revs are 3-4-3 away from home this year... their three wins is the third-highest road win total 
in MLS, while their four draws is also third in MLS ... comparitively, D.C. United - this week¬ 
end’s host - is last in MLS in home records with a .250 winning percentage and a 2-7-1 record. 

TASTE OF OWN MEDICINE 

Jose Goncalves’ late game-winner against Columbus on July 20 was the Revs’ first game¬ 
winning goal scored after the 75th minute this season ... Chad Barrett scored a game-tying 
goal against Chivas USA on June 29 in the 88th minute ... the Revs have conceded four 
game-winning/game-tying goals beyond the 75th minute to drop points in all four games ... 
the late tally by Goncalves, followed by a Diego Fagundez insurance goal three minutes later, 
gave the Revs three crucial points on the road as they now sit just two points out of the fifth 
and final playoff spot in the Eastern Conference. 

PUSHING THE RIGHT BUTTONS 

Jay Heaps made all the right substitutions against the Columbus Crew on July 20 ... the head 
coach brought on Lee Nguyen for Clyde Simms in the 58th minute, opting for more attack in 
the final 30 minutes ... Heaps then brought on Diego Fagundez in the 69th minute and Juan 
Toja in the 82nd minute to round out his three substitutions ... all three offensively-minded 
players made in an impact in the club’s 2-0 win ... Toja won a tackle and possession in mid- 
field that led to an eventual corner kick from Lee Nguyen that was finished by Jose Goncalves 
for the game-winner one minute into stoppage time ... Nguyen then found Fagundez just three 
minutes later for the insurance goal to seal the three points on the road. 

DEFENSE BACK TO LOCKDOWN STATUS 

The Revs posted their league-leading 11th team-shutout against Columbus last Saturday in a 
2-0 win at Crew Stadium ... after a brief slip in defensive ranks that lasted one week, the Revs 
are once again tied for first in goals against average (0.90) and fewest goals allowed (18)... 
heading into last Saturday’s match against the Crew, the Revs had suffered back-to-back 2-1 
losses to Houston on July 13 and at Colorado on July 17 ... the two losses marked the first 
time the Revs lost consecutive games this season, and the first time the team surrendered 
multiple goals in back-to-back games. 

STILL, DEFENSIVE ODDS ARE AGAINST OPPONENTS 

With 11 shutouts in 20 games, the Revs are posting a defensive clean sheet in more than 
half their games... with the league’s leading defense, the Revs have allowed a league-low 
18 goals in 20 games for an 0.90 goals against average ... in addition to the 11 shutouts this 
year, the Revs have allowed a single goal In four additional games ... in only five games this 
year has New England allowed two or more goals in a game. 

DEFENSIVE RECORD ECLIPSED 

The Revolution posted its 11th shutout of the season - in just the 20th game - last Saturday 
night at Columbus, setting a new club record for shutouts in a season ... the Revs’ previous 
record was 10 shutouts, which they reached in 2005 (in 32 games), 2006 (in 32 games) and 
2007 (in 30 games)... Matt Reis recorded all of the shutouts in those three seasons ... this 
year, Bobby Shuttleworth has recorded nine shutouts, while Reis has added two for the team’s 
total of 11. 

MAKE SURE YOU STAY IN YOUR SEATS 

Revs fans should be sure to stay in their seats for the entire 90 minutes when attending a 
Revolution match ... the Revs’ 10 goals scored in the game’s final 15-minute interval (76-90 
minutes) is tied for second in MLS ... 18 of the team’s 25 goals have been scored in the sec¬ 
ond half... on the flip side, it’s not just the Revs finding goal in the second half: 12 of the 18 
goals the team has allowed have been scored In the second half, including seven in the final 
15-minute interval... with so many late goals in Revs games, fans should stay seated. 


WINNING FORMULA SEEMS TO INCLUDE A SHUTOUT 

All seven of the Revs’ wins this season have come through a defensive shutout... in fact, in 
the Revs’ 11 shutouts, the team is 7-0-4 ... the wins, however, are not coming through one-goal 
victories ... the Revs have only posted one 1-0 win (March 9 at Chicago)... they have earned 
five 2-0 wins and one 5-0 win. 

NOT ONE-GOAL WONDERS 

This season. New England is 1-6-0 in one-goal games and are 4-21-0 in one-goal games in 
the last two seasons ... the team’s only win in a one-goal game in its season opener: 1-0 at 
Chicago on March 9 ... since that game, the Revs have dropped their last six one-goal games 
(1-0 at Phlllyon March 16,1-0 vs. Dallas on March 20, 2-1 vs. Real Salt Lake on May 8,4-3 at 
Vancouver on June 15, 2-1 vs. Houston on July 13 and 2-1 at Columbus on July 17)... In 2012, 
the Revs went 3-15-0 in one-goal games. 

FIRST CAREER GOAL FOR GONCALVES 

Jose Goncalves’ goal in the first minute of stoppage time at Columbus last Saturday marked 
his first career MLS goal and his frst as a member of the Revs ... Goncalves got on the end 
of a Lee Nguyen corner kick and snapped home a header to the near post to beat Crew 
goalkeeper Andy Gruenebaum ... Goncalves Is the only player to start every game for the 
Revs this season and he has played every minute (1800) of every game so far while backing 
MLS’ top defense. 

NICE NIGHT FOR NGUYEN 

Lee Nguyen, who had started the team’s first 19 games, came off the bench against Columbus 
on July 20 and had a big impact... Nguyen connected with Jose Goncalves off a corner kick 
that gave the Revs a 1-0 lead one minute into stoppage time ... Nguyen found himself involved 
again three minutes later as he took a Columbus turnover and slipped a pass to Diego Fa¬ 
gundez who buried his team-leading sixth goal of the season to seal the three road points for 
the Revs ... Nguyen now has five assists on the season and has recorded two multiple-assist 
games in the last four contests ... Nguyen was named to the MLS Team of the Week (Week 
21) for his performance at Columbus. 

NGUYEN THERE WHEN IT COUNTS 

Lee Nguyen has recorded five assists this season, three of them being game-winners ... 
Nguyen has been directly involved with a game-winning goal In three of the Revs’ seven wins 
(43 percent)... Nguyen’s three game-winning assists are tied for the second highest-total in 
MLS, and he is tied for fourth in the category behind three players with four game-winning 
assists so far this season. 

FAGUNDEZ RE-FIRES 

Diego Fagundez, who had recorded points in six of seven games between May 11 and 
June 29, snapped his three-game point-less streak at Columbus on July 20 by scoring his 
team-leading sixth goal of the year... Fagundez came off the bench for the first time since 
the season opener on March 9, but his late energy was enough to score an Insurance goal 
against Columbus in the fourth minute of stoppage time ... Fagundez now has six goals and 
four assists in 17 appearances this season, and is the top scorer among all currently active 
Homegrown players this season. 

FAGUNDEZ CRACKS CASTROL INDEX TOP-10 

Diego Fagundez is currently ranked 10th on the Castrol Index Chart - the official performance 
Index of MLS - with a score of 713 ... the Castrol Index tracks every move on the field and 
assesses whether it has a positive or negative impact on a team’s ability to score or concede a 
goal... the key factor for earning points include zone on the pitch the action takes place ... the 
Index is calculated on a per 90 minute score, measuring the quality of each player perfor¬ 
mance rather than the number of games played ... Portland’s Donovan Ricketts is currently 
ranked first on the index. 

OTHERS MAKE INDEX TOP 50 

Three other Revolution players - Bobby Shuttleworth, Jose Goncalves and Stephen McCarthy 
- are also among the top 50 players ranked In the overall Catrol Index ... Shuttleworth is 
ranked 17th overall with 668, and is the third-ranked goalkeeper in the index... Gonocalves is 
ranked 37th with 617 points, while McCarthy is ranked 47th with 598 points. 

NO MINUTES, BUT ALSTON IS BACK 

Kevin Alston, who was removed from the team’s disabled list on Monday, July 15, ahead of the 
team’s trip to Colorado and Columbus, was a member of the 18-man roster In both games ... 
although Alston did not make an appearance, he was an option for head coach Jay Heaps for 
the first time since March 30, when he started the team’s 1-0 loss to Dallas at Gillette Stadium 
... Alston was diagnosed with chronic myelogenous leukemia the following week.

BACK-TO-BACK STARTS FOR BARNES 

Darrius Barnes earned the start at left back on July 17 at Colorado and July 20 at Columbus 
In the club’s most recent road trip ... the two starts were Barnes' third and fourth starts of the 
season and his fifth appearance overall... the two starts marked the first time Barnes has 
made consecutive starts for the Revs since October 20, and October 27,2012. 

GONCALVES STEPS TO CENTER BACK FOREFRONT 

The Revs’ defense has been rock solid since newcomer Jose Goncalves arrived via Swit¬ 
zerland’s Sion SC this off-season ... the 27-year-old Portuguese center back has anchored 
MLS’ second-ranked defense and is the only Revs player to play every minute of every game 
this season ... Goncalves has backed the Revs’ defense that has posted a league-best 11 
shutouts and allowed the fewest goals (18), all while integrating nine different defenders into 
the four-man lineup through 20 games. 

IRONMAN ALERT 

Through week 21 of the 2013 MLS regular season, Jose Goncalves stands as one of just four 
field players to play every minute for his team ... Amobi Okugo from the Philadelphia Union 
leads the league with 1,890 minutes played in 21 games ... Goncalves has played 1,800 min¬ 
utes in 20 games, while Jalil Anibaba and Austin Berry from the Chicago Fire have both played 
1,710 minutes in 19 games ... Goncalves has anchored a back line that has backed MLS’ top 
defense while using nine different players on the back line through 20 games. 

HEALTHY BALANCE UP FRONT AND IN BACK 

With a solid back line and 11 different goal scorers this season, the Revs are one of the most 
balanced teams in MLS ... the Revs are second in the Eastern Conference in goal differential 
(■^7), and tied for fourth in the league in the category... the club is fifth in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence in goals scored with 25, and first in goals allowed with 18 ... Real Salt Lake (■^13), the 
Portland Timbers (+12) and Sporting Kansas City (+11) are the only teams with higher goal 
differentials so far this season ... the Revs are tied with Portland for the league lead in goals 
allowed. 

TIERNEY CRACKS MORE TOP-1 Os 

Chris Tierney is now ranked in the club’s career top 10 in three all longevity categories: games 
played (tied for ninth, 118), starts (10th, 107) and minutes played (9,379) - which he cracked 
in the team’s last match, at Columbus last Saturday... Tierney is also tied for eighth in assists 
(19), third in game-winning assists (nine) and fourth in corner kicks (187)... Tierney, who is 
now is in his sixth MLS season after signing with the club in June 2008 after graduating from 
UVa, is the team’s second-longest tenured player after Matt Reis. 

ROWE RACKING UP ASSISTS 

Kelyn Rowe recorded his sixth assist of the season in the Revs’ 2-0 win over San Jose on July 
6 ... the second-year midfielder’s sixth assist established a new single-season best after he 
recorded five assists as a rookie in 2012 ... Rowe’s six assists are the fourth most in MLS and 
tied for sixth in assists in the league. 

FAGUNDEZ LIKES IT HOT 

As the summer has heated up, so has Diego Fagundez... the 18-year old has recorded a 
goal, an assist or both in seven of the team’s last 11 MLS matches, dating back to May 11 ... 
he scored single goals against New York (May 11), Houston (May 18) and Toronto (May 25), 
before scoring one goal and adding two assists against LA (June 2)... after the team was shut 
out in a 0-0 draw against D.C. (May 8), Fagundez packed back up against Vancouver (June 
15), recording an assist before picking his second in as many games at Chivas USA (June 
29)... the 18-year old found then himself back on the score sheet with a goal at Columbus 
(July 20)... in that span, Fagundez has scored four of his six goals and recorded all four of his 
assists. 

ACADEMY SYSTEM PAYING OFF FOR THE REVS 

Three regular Revs starters are products of MLS youth academy programs, including two from 
the Revs’ own youth system, and based off all MLS Homegrown players’ stats entering Week
